FLOWERING  SEASONS 

As  a  general  rule,  the  Polyanthus  Narcissus  are  the  first  to  flower,  starting  in  December 
and  followed  first  by  the  early  Yellow  Trumpets,  then  in  order  the  Jonquils  and  Jonquil 
Hybrids,  Poetaz,  Incomparabilis,  Leedsii  and  Late  Trumpets,  ending  the  season  with  the 
Barrii  and  Poeticus.  The  long  flowering  season  of  the  Narcissus  family  extends  from  early 
December  through  April. 

CULTURE 

Our  interest  in  your  order  goes  beyond  the  shipping  operation.  We  are  anxious  that 
the  bulbs  shall  not  only  arrive  in  your  hands  in  the  best  of  condition,  but  we  wish  them  to 
be  planted  right.  Your  strict  adherence  to  a  few  simple  rules  of  proper  planting  and  care 
should  give  the  greatest  of  joy  and  satisfaction  in  the  results. 

In  cooler  climates,  daffodils  should  be  planted  on  an  average  of  six  inches  deep  with  a 
little  sand  under  the  bulbs  to  insure  root  development  and  to  supply  drainage.  Heavy  soils 
should  be  lightened  by  spading  in  peat  to  a  depth  of  ten  inches.  Never  let  manure  come  in 
contact  with  the  bulbs,  although  it  is  helpful  to  mulch  the  top  of  the  ground  with  well 
rotted  cow  manure  and  Gaviota  Fertilizer  after  planting. 

Daffodils  should  do  well  in  either  sun  or  partial  shade  in  cool  climates.  In  warmer  loca¬ 
tions  partial  shade  is  preferable,  and  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  at  least  eight  inches  deep. 
The  ground  should  not  be  allowed  to  dry  out  after  planting. 

After  flowering,  the  foliage  must  be  left  until  thoroughly  ripe;  removing  it  before  will 
jeopardize  bloom  the  following  year.  If  it  becomes  unsightly,  it  may  be  tied  down  and  inter- 
planted  ground  covers  will  help  to  hide  the  foliage  during  the  curing  period.  When  thor¬ 
oughly  ripened,  the  tops  may  then  either  be  cut  off  or  the  bulbs  may  be  lifted  and  stored 
in  a  cool,  well  ventilated  place  until  ready  for  replanting. 

Protect  the  bulbs  from  sunburn  while  they  are  out  of  the  ground. 

Daffodils  left  in  the  ground,  however  will  multiply  and  the  ordinary  summer  watering 
will  not  affect  them.  If  left  in  the  flower  border,  they  should  be  lifted  and  separated  after 
three  years.  At  such  times,  the  bulbs  should  dry  after  digging  for  about  three  weeks;  then- 
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separate  the  loose  side  bulbs.  However,  you  should  understand  that  ruthless  division  of  the 
clumps  injures  the  root  bases.  Unless  the  main  bulbs  and  off-shoots  almost  fall  apart  during 
the  digging  and  handling,  they  should  be  replanted  without  separating.  Daffodils  which  are 
used  entirely  for  naturalizing  effects  should  be  left  undisturbed  indefinitely. 

Many  of  these  varieties  are  novelties  and  greatly  limited  in  supply.  Early  orders  will 
insure  delivery.  SUBSTITUTIONS  will  be  made  in  case  we  are  sold  out  of  the  variety  you 
order  unless  you  specify  “no  substitutions.” 

The  following  prices,  except  where  noted  are  for  No.  1  size  double-nose  bulbs,  all  of 
which  should  flower  with  two  or  more  flower-stalks.  You  will  find  some  varieties  listed 
here  as  single -nose.  We  feel  that  those  varieties  are  beyond  the  purse  of  many  of  our 
customers  where  offered  in  the  top-size  double-nose  bulbs.  We  therefore  call  your  attention 
to  their  prices  in  this  round-nose  size  bulb.  For  double -nose  bulbs  in  these  cases  add  25%. 

Single-nose  bulbs  do  not  flower  quite  so  profusely  as  the  larger  double-nose  stock,  but 
the  flowers  produced  have  as  fine  stems  and  blossoms  and  afford  opportunity  to  include 
these  finer  novelties  in  the  garden  collection  without  as  much  cost. 

While  the  time-honored  standard  varieties  such  as  King  Alfred,  Tresserve,  etc.  are  un¬ 
surpassed  for  the  finest  garden  effects,  there  is  a  trend  with  our  customers  toward  some  of  the 
newer  magnificent,  yet  inexpensive  sorts,  especially  in  the  large  trumpet  varieties.

In  the  past  few  years,  tulip  prices  for  the  finer  varieties  have  been  greatly  reduced  and 
the  average  garden  is  no  longer  restricted  to  the  comparatively  few  well-known  varieties. 
We  offer  in  this  list  a  complete  selection  of  the  finest  varieties  available  at  appealing  prices. 

We  have  carefully  tested  these  and  find  them  particularly  adapted  to  Pacific  Coast 
conditions. 

We  call  your  attention  to  a  few  tulips  in  this  list  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*).  These 
are  varieties  of  exceptional  quality  formerly  offered  only  at  rather  high  prices.

We  do  not  list  the  early  tulips.  We  have  found  them  disappointing  because  of  the  very 
short  stems  and  poor  lasting  qualities.  We  make  two  exceptions,  however;  the  Keizerskroon 
since  its  color  creates  a  demand,  and  the  General  DeWet  because  in  addition  to  its  early 
flowering  behavior,  the  stem  is  of  fairly  good  length. 


TULIP  CULTURE 

While  tulips  grown  in  the  full  sun  should  give  good  results,  it  is  best  to  plant  them  in 
partial  shade.  This  is  essentially  true  in  very  warm  sections.  This  will  protect  them  against 
unexpected  warm  spells  during  the  growing  and  flowering  season  and  should  produce 
longer  stems,,  a  longer  blooming  season,  and  prevent  scorching  of  the  flowers. 

Lighten  heavy  soil  with  peat  moss,  avoid  manure  except  as  a  mulch  and  spread  a  little 
sand  under  the  bulbs  when  planting. 

Tulips  succeed  best  when  planted  at  a  uniform  depth  of  from  five  to  eight  inches, 
according  to  soil  conditions.  This  uniform  planting  is  essential  to  insure  all  individuals  of  a 
given  variety  to  bloom  at  the  same  time  and  to  grow  to  a  uniform  height.  This  appearance 
is  the  essence  of  a  perfect  bed  of  tulips. 

Under  ideal  conditions,  we  have  found  them 
to  succeed  best  with  eight  inches  of  soil  covering  them.  Somewhat  shallower  planting  is 
necessary  under  less  favorable  conditions  and  it  is  impossible  to  make  this  general  recom¬ 
mendation  for  their  best  behavior.  Drainage  and  care  of  the  garden  are  important  contributing 
factors.  Tulips  are  happiest  growing  under  cool,  moist  conditions  to  develop  the  best  root 
system. 

In  California  gardens,  Tulip  bulbs  resent  drying  out.  If  they  are  to  be  transplanted,  do  not 
hold  them  on  trays  through  the  dry  summer  and  early  fall  months.  Replant  them  in  their 
permanent  locations  immediately  and  the  ordinary  summer  watering  of  the  garden  necessary 
for  other  plants  is  perfectly  satisfactory  for  their  best  behavior. 

The  tulip  bulbs  which  you  purchase  from  us  will  be  of  the  highest  possible  quality 
carefully  grown  by  the  world’s  finest  producers  and  should  give  maximum  results  the  first 
year.  Following  this  season’s  bloom,  we  suggest  moving  them  to  a  cut-flower  garden  where 
they  may  remain  in  the  ground  indefinitely  to  be  used  for  picking.  Under  garden  conditions, 
they  cannot  be  indefinitely  depended  on  and  your  plantings  should  be  renewed  each  year 
to  give  the  maximum  satisfaction. 

We  stress  the  absolute  necessity  of  the  very  finest  quality  Tulips  for  our  exacting  Cali¬ 
fornia  conditions.  Our  Holland  growers  understand  this  and  promise  us  the  best  of  the 
Holland  crops.

In  the  spring  the  dor¬ 
mant  tubers  show  pink 
swellings  at  the  center  of  the 
crown.  They  should  then  be 
potted  in  rich  loose  soil, 
preferably  leaf  mold.  Be 
sure  the  drainage  is  good 
and  that  the  tuber  is  so 
placed  that  the  top  center  is 
not  far  under  the  soil.  Water 
sparingly  until  the  first 
leaves  form,  increasing  the 
moisture  supply  after  that 
time  as  the  plant  develops. 

After  they  are  well  estab¬ 
lished  they  can  be  trans¬ 
planted  to  the  bed  or  boxes 
or  grown  on  in  the  pots  for 
house  plants.  The  best  grow¬ 
ing  soil  seems  to  be  a  mix¬ 
ture  one-third  each  of  loam, 
leaf-mold  or  peat  and  well 
rotted  cow  manure.  Barely 
cover  the  top  of  the  tubers 
with  soil.  Too  early  or  too 
deep  planting  may  kill  the 
tubers.  Plant  concave  side 
up.  They  thrive  in  partial 
shade  —  such  as  window 
boxes  having  a  northern  or 
eastern  exposure  where  they 
do  not  get  too  much  direct 
sunlight — under  oak  trees — 
or  in  partial  shade  in  the 
garden.  As  house  plants  do 
not  put  them  too  close  to  a  window  as  the  direct  sun  through  the  glass  might  injure  the  plant. 

In  the  late  fall  when  the  tops  die  down  water  should  be  withheld  until  the  plant  dries  out. 
The  tubers  should  then  be  lifted,  shaken  free  from  the  soil,  or  left  in  the  pots,  stored  in  a  cool 
dry  place,  preferably  a  dark  shelf,  until  planting  time.

Spring  planting  is  also  satisfactory  if  the  bulbs  have  been  kept  in  good  condition.  If 
you  are  re-vamping  your  lily  beds  in  the  Spring,  let  us  hear  from  you  and  we  may  be  able 
to  furnish  your  requirements  at  that  time. 

It  is  important  to  plant  lily  bulbs  at  their  proper  depth.  Some  are  stem-rooting  and 
others  root  merely  at  the  base.  We  specify  the  correct  depth  for  planting  in  this  catalog. 

Good  drainage  is  necessary.  The  lily  bed  should  be  prepared  to  a  depth  of  about  two 
feet,  providing  a  loose,  friable  mixture  of  loam,  gravel,  sand  and  leafmold  with  a  bottom 
of  stones  and  rocks.  Care  in  preparation  of  the  soil  will  be  well  repaid. 

While  lilies  love  the  sun,  they  are  greatly  benefited  by  suitable  ground  covers  to  form 
a  protective  ground  mulch.  We  recommend  the  following: 

Achilleas,  Ajuga  reptans,  Betonica  grandiflora,  many  of  the  Campanula  species,  the 
Dicentra  Formosa  which  forms  a  most  delightful  shade  loving  ground  cover,  the  Fragaria, 
or  trailing  strawberries,  Helleboris,  or  Christmas  Rose,  Incarvillea  (Hardy  Gloxinias) 
Polemoniums  and  Potentillas,  Ranunculus  repens  (single  and  double)  Trollius  Hybrids  and 
many  of  the  Veronica  Species. 

Shrubs  may  also  be  planted  advantageously  for  ground  covers,  among  the  most  suitable 
being  Abelias,  Rhododendrons,  and  many  of  the  low  growing  Cotoneasters. 

Do  not  expect  too  much  from  your  Lily  planting  the  first  year.  A  lily  bulb  must 
establish  itself  and  build  a  strong  root  system  before  the  top  shows  the  finest  growth.
